The subsidies will exceed 
those paid for carrying the 
grain sold to the Soviet Union 
in 1972. 
The higher costs are due to a 
government program that as­ 
sures U.S. vessels against loss 
if freight rates dip below oper­ 
ating costs and because of the 
terms of the U.S.-Soviet mari­ 
time agreement. 
The Russian grain-trade ships 
aren’t the only ones receiving 
subsidies for operating costs. 
As part of its program to en­ 
courage growth of the U.S. 
merchant marine, the Maritime 
Administration will pay a total 
of $403 7 million in 1977, in­ 
cluding $53 4 million for the So­ 
viet sales. 
The subsidies make up the 
difference between the best 
rate U.S. ship operators can ob­ 
tain from shippers and any op­ 
erating costs in excess of those

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres­ 
ident Ford today accused the 
Democratic-controlled Congress 
of 
threatening 
the 
nation's 
cities with disaster by failing to 
approve an extension of the 
revenue-sharing program. 
Speaking to a meeting of 
some 2,000 municipal officials, 
Ford also chided Congress for 
being slow in providing supple­ 
mental money for an existing 
public jobs program while de­ 
fending his veto of the $6-billion 
public works bill which Con­ 
gress unsuccessfully tried to 
override 
Ford 
said 
revenue-sharing 
must be renewed this year but 
“Congress did not share my 
sense of urgency It is becom­ 
ing increasingly apparent that 
the Congress fails to under­ 
stand the importance of this 
program to the people of the 
cities, and counties and states 
of our nation. 
"Failure to renew this pro­ 
gram would weaken the fiscal 
stability of our cities You know 
that expiration of this program, 
or a reduction in the payments 
you now receive, would mean 
cutbacks in essential services, 
increased public and related 
private sector unemployment,

of

taxes. 
"Maybe this is what some 
partisans want But I don’t.” 
Ford’s attack on Congress 
followed criticism from some 
municipal leaders who blamed 
both the White House and Con­ 
gress for failing to extend reve­ 
nue-sharing. 
In a news conference Sunday 
opening the annual legislative 
conference of the U.S. Confer­ 
ence of Mayors and the Nation 
al League of Cities, Mayor 
Moon Landrieu of New Orleans 
said the stalemate was leaving

Landrieu applauded Ford for 
proposing an extension of reve­ 
nue-sharing but said even Ford 
has "failed to realize the im­

"At the same tune, we must 
also point out that other action» 
by the President jeopardize the 
re-enactment of this vital pro­ 
gram ," Landrieu, a Democrat

"President Ford, by vetoing 
some 46 pieces of legislation, 
has created such a climate in 
Washington between the Demo­ 
cratic majority of the Congress 
and the Republican adminis 
tration that the revenue-sharing 


program is being held hostage

Unfortunately, some Chinese don’t seem to have gotten 
the message. According to the International Rescue 
Committee, an estimated 5,000 refugees from China 
managed to slip into Hong Kong last year.

leaders at every level of 
government, first aDd foremost, 
“ to halt the relentless upward 
spiral in public spending " 
“ By cutting back on the 
growth in spending, we can also 
cut back on the growth in taxes 
and thus do as much to alleviate 
the distress of the taxpayer as 
any single reform could ever 
accomplish.” 
The second major step is to 
eliminate the double taxation of 
corporate earnings—in order to 
encourage the levels of savings 
and capital investment that are 
so vitally needed for our future.

“I am increasingly attracted 
to the idea because of its simple 
elegance and its basic equity 
toward all taxpayers.”

Foundation’s annual award for 
distinguished public service for 
his “dedicated pursuit of wise 
and courageous fiscal policy” . 
“We must finally say no to the

He' conceded that the com­ 
plicated corporate income tax 
integration measure will require 
extensive hearings and debates 
Mr. Simon suggested that 
under the proposed single tax 
system, rates could be set at 10- 
12 per cent at the low end and 35- 
40 per cent at the high end.

WASHINGTON - On a dismal 
day 
in 
1949, 
a 
23 year-old 
Stanford law student, named 
Frank Church, was told by his 
doctors that his backaches came 
from terminal cancer 
He refused to accept the 
verdict. He underwent massive 
surgery, then X-ray treatments. 
By the time he recovered from 
the ordeal, the six foot Frank 
Church 
weighed 
barely 
90 
pounds 
But the cancer was 
gone, and it has never returned 
It’s hard to imagine that the 
charismatic, 
huskily 
healthy 
Senator of today almost left his 
mark 
as a 
cancer fatality 
statistic. 
His round blue eyes are clear 
behind his glasses, his tan skin 
is stretched tight on a cherubic 
face; his greying hair flops out 
of place with a boyish rascality. 
“After that experience,” the 
Senator reflects, “ I decided that 
life itself was the major risk It 
could be snatched away at any 
moment. It has to be lived to the 
fullest 
I had to take 
big 
chances Win or lose, I had to 
play for high stakes.” 
The high stake game he chose 
was politics. In the solid 
Republican state of Idaho, he 
ran for the Senate in 1966 on the 
Democratic ticket He not only 
triumphed but he has been re­ 
elected three times 
In 1964, he went against the 
overwhelming public opinion in 
his 
state 
and 
challenged 
America's entanglement in the 
jungles of Vietnam. He not only 
survived at the polls but is now 
honored 
for 
his 
political 
courage. 
Later this week, he’ll take 
another big gamble. With little 


money and no organization, he'll 
plunge into the presidential race 
at a time when others are 
dropping out. The political odds 
against him are enormous, but 
Frank Church is still deter­ 
mined to take all he can get out 
of life 


Those who know him stress 
one 
characteristic. 
“He’s a 
thoroughly decent person," they 
agree He has character and 
integrity, they add They all 
speak, too, of his couage “ He 
has always had the guts to stick 
out his neck when he has had 
to," said a Senate colleague 


Frank Church is an ambitious 
politician 
who 
carefully 
scheduled time for his family 
when 
his 
public 
career 
threatened to absorb his life He 
is a serious, almost solemn 
officeholder 
who 
uses 
cold 
precision 
to 
dissect 
and 
discredit an opponent s logic. 
Yet at the same time, Church as 
a bubbling, boyish enthusiasm 
and a subtle, warm wit. 
He confounds the pundits with 
his political philosophy, which 
can 
be labeled roughly 
as 
liberal 
Yet it rests on con­ 
servative foundations. He traces 
his 
philosophy 
back 
to his 
father, 
a 
conservative 
who 
always “thought the bottom was 
going to fall out, a man who felt 
he couldn't afford to take risks “ 
Frank 
Church, 
the 
big 
political roller, grew up ac­ 
cepting his father’s philosophy 
But his experience with cancer 
altered some of his boyhood 
concepts And his wife, Bethine, 
greatly 
influenced 
his 
new 
direction As one of this close 
friends told us: "You can’t 
understand Frank if you don’t 
know Bethine.” 
Bethine Church grew up in 
politics and has played an active 
role in her husband's career 
She is his sounding board and 
devil’s 
advocate, a 
partner 
beyond the normal candidate- 
and wife relationship 
The revelations from Church’s 


committees 
on 
multinational 
corporations and intelligence 
agencies which have startled the 
country helped solidify many of 
his 
attitudes 
He 
uses 
his 
debater's skills to build an ex­ 
tensive case when he talks of his 
work. 
“People are disillusioned with 
government.” he says, moving 
his hands 
in emphatic but 
natural gestures 
“There's a 
sense of cynicism in the land, 
disgruntlement, disgust

“ After having found crime in 
the White House, after finding in

“All this isn't going to be 
stopped by cosmetic action in 
Congress.

President to bring government 
back inside the law and restore

“Without 
that,” 
he notes, 
“just wait for the demagogue, 
the man who claims to have all 
the answers It COULD happen 
here ” 
Frank Church walks around 
his orderly office as he thinks 
and talks about the slate of the 
world 
Occasionally, he puffs 
thoughtfully 
on 
a 
cigar, 
carefully 
avoiding dropping 
the ashes 
” There 
has 
been 
a 
tremendous 
concentration 
of 
power in Washington,’’ notes the 
rural Idaho man beneath the 
urbane Senator, "The country 
has been made into a pyramid 
by 
big 
gobvernm ent, 
big 
business, big labor, with all of it 
centered hare ” 
Frank Church is gambling 
that he can climb to the top of 
that pyramid of power in order 
to rebuild it

Twenty-four hours after coaching the 
Scott Central Braves to the State Class 1-A 
basketball championship, Ronnie Cookson 
says he still can’t believe it. 
“This is almost like a storybook tale,” 
grinned the Scott Cnetral mentor from his 
home Sunday night, not long after he and 
the boys retuned from Columbia to find a 
welcoming committee waiting in the form 
of almost 100 cars, many equipped with 
sirens to lead the victory caravan through 
the streets of Morley, Vanduser and the 
surrounding area and then back to the Scott 
Central gymnasium. “That parade was a 
mile- and- a- half long if it was an inch, ” 
delcared Cookson, who spoke a few words 
about the past season to the faithful Brave 
backers, many of whom made the 275- mile 
journey to Columbia to watch the team win 


the title with an 82-71 win over Glasgow 
Saturday night at the Hearnes Multipur­ 
pose Building. 
The Braves had beaten a powerful 
Yellowjacket team expected to win the 1-A 
crown by almost everyone at Columbia. 
Only one sportswriter, a handful 
of 
cheerleaders, two sections full of rooters 
and hungry basketball team were con­ 
vinced that Glasgow could be beaten. Sure, 
the Braves raised a few eyebrows with a 91- 
48 romp over Drexel in the semifinals 
Friday afternoon, but Glasgow was still 
favored 
going 
into 
Saturday 
night’s 
ballgame. It took a big first half by Otto 
Porter, Ricky Thomas and Company to 
finally convince the nearly 10,000 fans that 
filled the big building that Scott Central 
was for real. 
“I could talk 
about these kids for a 
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week,” boasted Cookson about his starting 
five. “A bunch like this doesn’t come along 
very often.” 
Cookson said that he first saw the 
potential to be state champs in this group 
when they were still in junior high school.“I 
knew if they would work at it, they would 
gave a good shot at Columbia,” said the 
coach, who begins preparing his athletes 
for the ultimate achievement by showing 
them films of the state tournament during 
seventh 
and 
eighth 
grade 
physical 
education classes. 
That early stimulation provided the boys 
with the incentive and desire to achieve 
their goal. After that, it was work, work 
and more work, coupled with their natural 
ability, that made the team into the top- 
notch crew it is today. 
The Braves practiced every day, even 
Sundays, showing an unrelenting desire to 
improve their skills, both individually and 
as a team. “Practice started at three 
o’clock, but I usually had to go open up the 
gym two hours early because the boys 
wanted to go in and play,” noted Cookson, 
who believes that anyone can make himself 
a good basketball plaver if he works hard 


enough at it. 
“Take Otto (Porter) for instance, he’s 
usually in their playing ball before classes 
start in the morning. And if he gets 20 
minutes off for lunch, he takes five minutes 
to eat and spends the other 15 shooting. 
That’s why he’s such an outstanding 
shooter.” 
Cookson said that Steve Mills is another 
athlete who made himself into a good 
ballplayers.

“Everyone knows that Keith May doesn’t 
have as much natural talent as Terry 
Wilderness at Lilbourn.

noted Cookson, speaking about 
center Ricky Thomas. “But he’s learned 
how to maneuver in close quarters and 
use the hook.”

even though they won it easily. “We’ve yet 
to play our best ballgame,” he said, 


speaking in the present tense, the slip of the 
tongue may have been out of habit, but it is 
more likely that Cookson is having trouble 
accepting the fact that James Williams, 
Otto Porter, Steve Mills, Ricky Thomas 
and Keith May have all played their last 
ballgame for him. 
Scott Central was obviously tight when 
they took to the tartan floor at the Hearnes 
Building. “I‘ve been there several times to 
watch the state tournament, but it’s a lot 
different when it’s your team that s 
playing, “admitted Scott Central 
coach. 
“I was even nervous for awhile, so I can’t 
blame the boys for being tight. ’ It was 
quite a jump for the Braves -- from the 
cramped gym at SCCHS to the 12,500 seat 
home of the Mizzou Tigers. 
“Ive had alot of fun this week,” said 
Cookson about the Braves’ first state 
tournament victory. “This has been like a 
dream come true.” 
If residents of the Scott County Central 
School district see any young boys standing 
around pinching themselves, don t be 
alarmed It’s just one of the Scott Central 
Braves, checking to make sure it isn’t just 
a dream.

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Football, A nyone? 


Female Grid Star Loves the Game

NEW YORK (AP) - Linda 
Jefferson’s name may not be a 
household word like O.J. Simp­ 
son's but she, too, is an out­ 
standing ground gainer in pro­ 
fessional football. 
The 21-year-old halfback with 
the Toledo Troopers ran for 1,- 
357 yards this past season and 
scored 14 touchdowns. 
However, the attractive fe­ 
male grid star thinks women 
should never compete against 
men in football and is content 
to stay in her own league, 
which in this case is the Na- 
t i o n a 1 
Women's 
Football 
League. 
“In track, basketball, tennis 
— okay. Those are not contact 
sports. 
As for football, no 
way,” she declared firmly in 
an interview here. 
Linda, in New York for tele­ 
vision appearances she admits 
made her more nervous than 
coming up against a hefty op­ 
ponent on the field, predicts in­ 
creasing interest in women’s 
football. 
“We’ll have our Superbowl 
some day, even though we may 
not have 80,000 to see it,” says 
the 5 foot 4, 125-pounder who 
was named female athlete of 
1975 by WomanSport magazine. 
And she wants to see more 
girls compete in all kinds of 
sports. 
She’ll be doing her bit toward 
this end while continuing her 
own sports activities and pur­ 
suing a degree in environmen­ 
tal health at the University of 
Toledo, where she is a soph­ 
omore.

representative for Owens-Corn- speaking at schools, sports clin- aging girls to participate in 
ing Fiberglas Corp. she will ics, 
recreation 
department sports programs. 
travel throughout the country gatherings and clubs, encour- 
“It’s not to show up men,” 
she explains. “I just want to 
tell the kids they’ll live a lot 
longer if they get into sports, 
that competition will give them 
self-control, respect for them­ 
selves and keep them in good 
condition. And I’d like to put 
the kids on the right step. It 
was hard for me when I came 
up. I needed someone to teach 
me.” 
While Linda does not feel that 
she has been discriminated 
against as a black, she does be­ 
lieve that girls in general are 
discriminated against in sports, 
though she notes that things 
are getting better. 
“They have better equipment 
now 
than 
when 
I 
was 
in 
school,” she concedes, adding 
ruefully that she gets just $25 a 
game when she plays for the 
Troopers, working both offense 
and defense. 
The team wears junior high 
school boys’ uniforms and the 
only concessions to females in 
the women’s league 
are a 
smaller ball, 12 minute quar­ 
ters instead of 15, and kickoff 
from the 45-yard line instead of 
the 35 as in men’s pro football. 
Linda has had her share of 
injuries, including a chipped 
bone in her foot and a tom liga­ 
ment in her ankle that put her 
on crutches for two weeks. 
She has scored 72 touchdowns 
in her four seasons of play and 
her longest run was 93 yards, 
but she modestly gives the 
credit to her blockers. 
“ If it weren’t for them I 
wouldn’t 
be 
where 
I 
am. 
Thev’re the ones who get beat 


up, not me. If they get beat up 
to open a hole in the line for 
me you can bet I’m going to 
get through it.” 
The Toledo native recalls she 
“always liked to get out and 
run and be active. I couldn’t 
stand to sit around playing with 
dolls all day. I used to run 
home from school and one day 
a girl friend said why not come 
out for track.” 
That was when she was 11, 
and her natural athletic ability 
resulted in her winning the long 
jump gold medal in the Junior 
Olympics of Lucas county, get­ 
ting on the Toledo All-Star bas­ 
ketball team and being named 
to a number of all-star softball 
teams. 
“It was something different, 
it’s an exciting game,” she 
says of her decision to get into 
football. “ And besides, people 
said, ‘Don’t do it. It’s not lady­ 
like to play football.’ 
“I’m a football player during 
the football season. Once I 
leave the field I’m a lady,” she 
adds, looking very much the 
part in a red shirt, gold hoop 
earrings and her hair in a neat 
Afro style. 
As for marriage, “that should 
be an ultimate goal in a wom­ 
an’s life,” declared Linda, who 
doesn’t equate female sports 
competition with the women’s 
movement. " I’d like to get 
married some day. 
“ I would prefer O.J. Simpson 
— but he’s married.”

She is not a cookie cutter in­ 
terior desinger. When Barbara 
Greene’s designs can be recog­ 
nized in magazines, she knows 
she “will have stopped doing 
creative things.” 
A vivacious, petite, brown­ 
eyed blonde in her mid-30s, she 
had just learned that she had 
won first prize — residential 
category — in the prestigious 
S.M. 
Hexter 
18th 
annual 
awards contest which aims to 
further good design. Bubbling 
over, Mrs. Greene was explain­ 
ing her mode of operation, a 
different point of view. 
“The professional obligation 
of interior designers should be 
to expose clients to their educa­ 
tion, training and experience. 
They shouldn’t be identified 
with a style or a blue phase or 
whatever. They should act as 
problem solvers. To salvage 
existing but unusable space has 
become an ever 
increasing 
need.” 
Her winning room — a living 
room that is a large “well” of 
a total (upstairs) apartment — 
is a basement that had been a 
bakery. It gave her plenty of 
latitude in proving her point. 
Her clients wanted the under­ 
ground space turned into co­ 
coon-like coziness. 
“My emphasis is on total de­ 
sign, not objects. The days of 
interior designers tastefully as­ 
sembling beautiful objects in a 
room are over. That is no long­ 
er 
their 
role,” 
she 
says. 
“ People have better taste now 
and can assemble objects if 
they want them. But people 
anyway are getting away from 
possessions as mere objects of 
beauty to be looked at. They 
are much more interested in 
comfort and they don’t want tc 
be worried about destroying 
things of value or covering ev­ 
erything with plastic to protect 
it.” 
In this living room her an­ 
swer was to cover plywooc 
. platforms with brown carpet 
and set them at 10 and 20-inch 
levels in four areas for dining, 
lounging, 
eating. 
Cushioned, 
some have pillow backrests for 
low-cost seating. Two walls are 
painted glossy brown to match 
the brown carpet. White paint­ 
ed walls continue to rooms 
above, the main part of the 
apartment. 
People want to sit, lounge, 
play, eat and entertain in com­ 
fort. Functional considerations 
have become as important as 
a e s t h e t i c preferences, she 
maintains. 
“I find out how people func­ 
tion, and then 1 take into con­ 
sideration the architectural lim­ 
itations and advantages, their 
likes and dislikes — color, pot­ 
tery, whatever. I don’t impose 
my style or preferences on a 
client. 
Working without windows and 
with a wall that had two doors, 
one leading to a laundry-stor- 
age room that is shared by oth­ 
er apartment dwellers, and an­ 
other door that leads to a bath­ 
room that some day would be 
remodeled, were among the 
problems. 
She installed a partition to 
conceal the doors and it pro-

vides, as weli, a backrest for 
the pillows used with platform 
seating. It also houses the tele­ 
vision and stereo turntable. 
Platforms also become storage 
bins and the wall that encloses 
the stairs provides an area for 
deep closet storage and open 
book shelves. Mirrored surfaces 
on storage-bookshelf walls give 
an illusion of depth. Ditto the 
great painting used at the end 
of the room. 
“ I like to be paid as a well- 
educated professional designer 
who can solve problems. I am 
not a 
furniture 
vendor. 
If 
clients want to order the fur­ 
nishings themselves, fine. It is 
a headache I like to get rid of. 
But even if I order for them, I 
give them the wholesale price, 
plus the cost of processing the 
order for them.” 
In that way she differs from 
her designer friends who do not 
approve of her different way of 
working, she insists. Most de­ 
signers make money on the 
mark-up of furnishings. 
“Some people have become 
afraid to tell how much they 
can afford when they want to 
decorate, but I tell them if 1 
know their limit, we can make 
compromises,” she says. “In­ 
stead of a fantastic painting, 
we might use a beautiful basket 
without sacrificing the look.” 
A budget of $5,000 covered 
the cost of construction, furni­ 
ture, fabrics, floor and wall 
coverings and the design fee 
for her winning room. 
Mrs. Greene lives in Green­ 
wich, Conn., with her husband 
and 2-year-old son. She had left 
Portland. Ore., to attend Par­ 
sons School of Design in New 


York, where she became known 
for her talents even as a stu­ 
dent. Graduating in 1967, she 
started a firm with two part­ 
ners, but now is sole owner. 
She has done “every kind of 
home” from the rustic, totally 
casual house with natural ma­ 
terials to the slick, urban, so­ 
phisticated apartment. 
One of scores of entries in the 
awards program, hers was typ­ 
ical of the better quality that 
was observed in candidates 
from all 50 states, said Thpmas 
Felber, president of S.M. Hex­ 
ter. 
“The decorating 
mood 
is 
changing even though tastes 
are geographical. People are 
developing homes and living 
areas that work for their own 
lifestyle. Individual influence is 
more important than at any 
tune in the past," he said.

threats are serious, if indeed 
they are threats."

comment from the FBI.
